Now  in  the  midst  of  planning  our  Washington  trip  and  our  commencement, 
we  stop  to  realize  that  we  will  soon  be  going  out  the  same  swinging  doors 
we  entered  so  long  ago.  In  these  years  we  have  learned  not  only  facts  from 
books,  but  sportsmanship  and  the  value  of  friends.  These  years  have  been 
happy  years,  filled  with  the  joy  of  youth  and  also  the  pains  of  growing  up. 
We  won't  forget  old  Graham  High  and  the  happy  years  we  spent  within  its 
sheltering  wails.
